Farm Prices 
76 Per Cent 
of Parity

WASHINGTON (AP) - Farm 


product prices will close the 
year at the lowest level since 
August 1939 in relation to partiy 
-4he price standard .v set up by 
federal farm aid programs!1 


An Agriculture 
Department 


report Monday said farm prices 
had dipped to 76 per cent of 
parity. 


Parity is the measure of the 


prices farmers receive for their 
products in comparison for the 
prices they have to pay for 
equipment, supplies, services 
and the like. 


Farm prices ended 1962 at 79 


per cent of parity. A month ago 
they were at 77 per cent. For 
1963 as a whole they average 
78 per cent of parity' compared 
with 79 in 1962. The highest lev- 
el on the parity standard ever 
reached by farm prices was 12 
per cent in October, 1946. 


A 5 per cent dip in meat ani- 


mal prices between November 
and December was the major 
factor in pulling farm markets 
to the low parity level. 


Prices paid by farmers for 


goods and services used in pro- 
duction and family living eased 
off one - third of 1 per cent in 
December, but for the year as 
a whole they were nearly 2 per 
cent higher than in 1962.

If initial probings go well,

it possible that Johnson, Who 
presently has no summit plans, 
would find a summit session 
useful for dramatizing his de- 
clared interest in seeking more 
peaceful East-West relations. 


Johnson already has said he 


would go anywhere anytime he 
felt a meeting with another 
world leader would have con- 
structive results. 


He might find it desirable^ 


too, to have a session with 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle. 


At the moment he does not 


think special effort on his part 
would accomplish anything. 


Domestic problems w h i c h

elude civil rights legislation, a 
bill to cut federal taxes, a

The American consumer, as 


we all know, is a strange beast. 
He is smart enough, 
in the 


main, to earn the world's high- 
est standard of living. But hav- 
ing done this, he is much given 
.to spending money lie doesn't 
have for things he 
does not 


need. 


He needs help, and is what 


the President's Consumer Ad- 
visory Council proposes for him. 
In fact, it proposes to help him 
in practically every way with 
every dime he spends. It would 
convert him to fhe metric sys- 
tem, 
educate him in the im- 


pact of foreign trade, shower 
him with bulletins, aid him with 
his household 
budgeting, con- 


sumer finance, insurance pay- 
ments and the whole range of 
domestic 
purchases. And, of 


course, the Council, having be- 
gun as an advisory body, would 
kind of like to go in business for 
itself on a permanent basis. 


We cannot say that we dis- 


agree in principle. On the con- 
trary, there is a great deal that 
the government can must do to 
help and protect the consumer. 
It must, for example, protect 
him 
from short weights 
and 


measures, watered milk, frau- 
dulent stocks, impure foods, un- 
tried 
and 
dangerous drugs, 


quacks, frauds, shysters and 
other crooks. And to give the 
Advisory Council credit, it docs 
speak up 
forthrightly against 


the "quality stabilization" bills 
pending in Congress. These, too, 
are a deception, and Congress 
could help most by forgetting 
them. 


But the prospect of a vast new 


bureaucracy, solemnly dedicat- 
ed to helping the consumer at 
every step of the way, raises a 
question: If the American peo- 
ple, taken as a whole, cannot be 
trusted to make most of the eco- 
nomic decisions correctly, how 
can they be trusted to select the 
right 
public officials 
to help 


them? Or to put it another way. 
if the American people are so 
stupid that they do not know 
what to do with their money, 
what reason is there for suppos- 
ing, that they will do any better 
with their votes? 


Consumers and voters are one 


and the same, remember, and 
its is a strange finding that 
they are wholly incompetent in 
one capacity 
and completely
